Recently, Aruba’s Parliamento Hubenil (Youth Parliament) installed a new board, which 


announced that the cause to which the parliament will devote many of their projects in the coming year is 
the problem of child abuse.

Registration time to participate in the walk is at 
5:00 PM that day, and there is no fee for joining the walk. 
Present for the announcement of the fun walk was Alajandro Muyali, Directing Manager of 


Tiara Airlines, which has donated the funds for 300 tee shirts that will be distributed to the first participants 
to sign up. Additionally present was Mariaine Arends-Croes representing Valero Refinery Aruba, which 
donated 1500 florins towards future projects of the Parliamento Hubenil. 
The board members of the Parliamento Hubenil expressed their strong belief in the importance 


of this cause and the need for recognition and participation by all in combating the continuing detrimental 
effects of child abuse to families and society.
